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DETAILED ACTION 



This Office action is in response to the communication filed March 18, 2002, Paper No. 



Pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 121 and 37 C.F.R. 1.141, the distinct nucleic acid sequences listed 
in claim 2 are subject to restriction. As per M.P.E.P. 2434, the Commissioner has partially 
waived the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1.141 and will permit a reasonable number of sequences to 
be claimed in a single application. Under this policy, in most cases one independent and distinct 
sequence will be examined in a single application without restriction. Those sequences which are 
patentably indistinct from the sequence selected by the applicant will also be examined. 

Claim 21-37 specifically claim distinct polymorphisms of EPOR. Each of these nucleic 
acid sequences is considered to be structurally independent and distinct, because each has a 
unique sequence. Furthermore, a search of the appropriate data bases for polymorphisms 
presents an undue burden on the Patent and Trademark Office to search and examine, especially 
in light of the multitude of polymorphisms claimed, and the varied ways polymorphisms of 
EPOR have been reported in the prior art. In view of the foregoing, applicants are required to 
elect one (1) polymorphism of SEQ ID NO: 1, wild type EPOR. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR

1.143).
